A  man  or  woman  having  a  Mole  near 
the  eye-brow  on  the  right  temple,  denotes 
another  on  the  right  loin,  fignifying  the  par¬ 
ty  will  gain  much  efteem,  favour,  love  and 
advantage,  and  confiderable  riches,  by  lega¬ 
cies,  dowries,  and  reverfions. 

A  Mole  on  the  throat,  on  the  left  fide  of 
the  wind-pipe,  denotes  another  on  the  right 
fide  of  the  hip,  and  fignifies  that  the  per- 
fon,  if  a  man,  will  fuffer  much  by  falls  and 
bruifes  ;  but  if  a  woman,  it  prognofticates 
danger  by  water  or  lightning.

much  endanger  their  lives  and  property. 

A  Mole  on  the  outfide  o  f  the  upper  parts 
of  the  left  ear  of  a  man  or  woman,  denotes 
another  on  the  left  fide  of  the  belly  ;  which 
threatens  the  former  with  great  fffisfdr- 
tunes,  and  the  latter  with  infamy  and  dis¬ 
grace,  though  very  undeferved. 

A  Mole  on  the  chin  of  a  woman  denotes 
her  to  be  of  a  hafty,  crabbed,  ill-natured 
difpofition  ;  but  on  a  man  it  denotes  mild- 
nefs. 

A  Mole  on  the  middle  of  the  left  ear. 
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f  , 

{hews  the  like  is  to  be  found  on  the  lower 
part  of  the  left  fide  ;  denoting  a  man  to  be 
of  an  evil  nature,  cruel  and  inhuman  ;  and 
to  a  woman  it  portends  great  trouble  and 
fliort  life. 

A  Mole  on  the  lower  part  of  the  left  ear 
(hews  the  like  on  the  lower  part  of  the  left 
fide  ;  denoting  a  man  to  fall  into  great  trou¬ 
ble  by  means  of  women,  by  quarrelling  and 
fighting  on  their  behalf;  and  betokens  a 
woman  to  be  of  a  mifchievous  difpofition, 
one  who  fhould  be  detefled,  threatening 
her  with  the  commiffion  of  murder,  by 
poifon  or  other  wife. 

A  Mole  on  the  lower  part  of  the  eye-lid, 
between  the  hollow  of  the  eye  and  thfe  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  nofe,  in  either  iex,  (hews 
another  on  the  right  fide  of  the  privy-part, 
denoting  a  man  much  beloved  and  admired 
by  the  women,  and  fortunate  in  marriage ; 
and  a  woman  to  be  ingenuous,  chafte,  and 
faithful. 

A  Mole  under  the  hollow  of  the  right 
eye,  by  the  inward  part  of  the  nofe,  denotes 
another  op  the  middle  of  the  body,  above 
the  members,  fignifying  a  man  to  be  hafty, 
proud,  and  furious  ;  and  a  woman  to  be 
felf-cpnceited,  vain-glorious,  and  of  a  very 
weak  and  {hallow  underftanding,  though 
a  great  pretender  to  knowledge  in  every 
refpeft.

Bachelors,  Maid ),  Widowers,  and  Widows. 


There  are  certain  Rules  which  mud  be 
obfervecl  in  Courtfhip:  And  firft.  to  maids

fqueezirig  their  hand,  gently  treading  oil 
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their  toes ;  and  when  you  kifs,  bear  clofe 
to  them,  and  you  wiil  foon  perceive,  by 
their  eager  looks,  blufhing,  and  their  often 
changing  of  colour,  that  now  is  the  time 
to  afk  a  favour,  to  which  you  wiil  have 
a  faint  denial,  if  any  at  all,  and  then  make 
ufe  of  your  time,  and  prefs  forward  without 
delays,  for  they  are  dangerous  ;  and  many 
a  fair  opportunity  has  flipt,  that  could  not 
be  recovered,  though  earneftly  purfued.
